It  bellevei 
tliat  many  of  these  graduates  will  not  have  beett 
taught  to  think  for  themselves  or  to  wrestle  with 
new  ideas,  and  Its  con'^eptlon  is  that  too  many 
yoiiiiK  people  ro  to  universities  and,  while  there, 
are  too  httle  mstructed  in  common  sense.  The 
advice  It  has  to  offer  Is  this: 

"Don't  go.  Never  mind  luiiver.sit.les  unless  you 
want  to  get  out  of  them  a  useful,  practical  and 
eonstmctlve  trade.  Jump  into  commerce  and 
indu.stry  P'nrf^'  t  the  white  collar  for  a  gener- 
ation. Begin  at  the  beginning.  Learn  to  use 
your  brains.  Attempt  to  discover  practical  ways 
for  improving  the  processes  of  our  various  indus- 
tries. Learn  to  produce  more  attractive  and  more 
useful  merchandise.  Learn  tliat  valiance  and 
even'  pot-vallance  may  have  their  place  "  The 
fault  Le  Jour  sees  In  Quebec  is  the  educational 
^ort  to  jam  everyone  Into  the  same  Tnould,  a 
mould  in  wbiel^  only  the  medloere  can  survive." 

A  VISIONARY  IXQNO.MY 


The  brief  presented  to  the  Royal  Commission 
on  Federal-Provincial  Relations  by  the  Asso^ 
elated  Boards  of  British  ^Columbia  argued  in 
favor  of  a  strong  central  Government  to  be  se- 
cured by  the  gradual  abolition  of  Provincial  Gov- 
ernments and  Legislatures,  and  it  was  in  favor, 
too,  of  national  recognition  of  the  necessity  of 
drastic  economies  in  public  finance.
